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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding to applicant's argument on page 2, that 
a person of ordinary skill in the art would not equate a special null with a pilot tone is traversed. In response, the claim limitation is met 
based on a pilot "tone" as defined by applicant's specification at page 9, lines 23-26. In particular, Sayeed teaches a pilot tone as a null 
value at col. 4 lines, 30-60 with respect to a subcarrier, as supported in applicant's specification with respect to a nulled subcarrier. 
Furthermore, the concept of a "tone" with respect to a sinusoid of a particular frequency as argued by applicant on page 2 is not supported 
by the specification (i.e. the above is a new matter issue). 
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
